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General  Note 

All  trade  figures  in  this  publication  are  compiled  from  publications  and  official 
records,  bureau  of  the  Census. 

The  term  "foreign  trade"  applies  to  trade  between  the  United  States,  including 
its  territories,  and  foreign  countries.  Trade  between  continental  United  States 
and  its" territories  is  referred  to  as  "shipments*.  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  since  January  1,  1935,  the  Virgin  Islands  are  territories.  Beginning 
January  1,  1940,  trade  with  foreign  countries  through  the  customs,  district  of 
the  Virgin  Islands  is  not  included  in  United  States  trade  statistics.  Figures 
for  shipments  out  of  the  territories  include  small  quantities  to  other  territories. 
In  statistics  of  foreign  trade,  forest  products  and  distilled  liquors  are 
considered  n  onagri  cultural  products. 

Exports  under  various  special  economic-aid  programs  are  included  in  figures 
appearing  In  this  publication,  but  separate  figures  are  not  being  compiled  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  on  exports  under  these  programs.  Excluded  from  the  export 
figures  are  shipments  to  the  United  States  armed  forces  abroad  for  their  own 
use,  shipments  between  continental  United  States  and  the  territories  and 
possessions,  and  shipments  between  the  territories  and  possessions.  Effective 
January  1,  1°50,  also  excluded  from  the  dollar  values  i9  the  export  subsidy  paid 
to  private  United  States  exporters  on  shipments  of  domestically  produced 
agricultural  commodities.  The  exports  subsidy  programs  have  included  the 
following  commodities:  Wheat,  wheat  flour,  raisins,  prunes,  apples,  oranges, 
canned  orange  juice,  honey,  cotton,  unshelled  filberts  and  fresh  pears.  These 
subsidies  have  applied  only  on  exports  to  certain  countries  or  under  certain 
programs  and  are  usually  in  efiect  for  limited  periods. 

Imports  for  consumption  include  imports  for  immediate  consumption  plus  with¬ 
drawals  from  bonded  warehouses.  In  the  classification  of  agricultural  imports 
into  supplementary  and  complementary  groups,  all  those  similar  to  agricultural 
commodities  produced  commercially  in  the  United  States  and  all  others  that 
are  interchangeable  in  use  to  any  significant  extent  with  such  United  States 
commodities  are  considered  supplement  ary .  Complementary  includes  all  others, 
about  95  percent  of  which  consist  of  rubber,  coffee,  raw  silk,  cacao  beans, 
wool  for  carpets,  bananas,  tea  and  spices. 


United  States  Foreign  Agricultural  Trade  by  Countries 
Calendar  Year  1952  with  Comparisons 


Introduction 

Because  of  the  very  great  interest  in  the  destinations  and  origins  of 
agricultural  products  exported  from  or  imported  into  the  United  States,  a 
special  tabulation  of  the  values  of  domestic  exports  and  imports  for  con¬ 
sumption  is  published  in  this  special  foreign  trade  report.  In  addition  to 
the  statistics  of  over-all  values  by  countries  of  destination  and  origin, 
which  are  shown  in  tables  1  and  2,  there  are  included  statistics  of  the 
principal  agricultural  products  making  up  this  foreign  trade.  These  are 
shown  in  tables  3  and  4-  The  detailed  statistics  relate  to  the  calendar  year 
1952  only,  i.e.,  comparable  figures  for  earlier  years  by  country  and  by  com¬ 
modity  are  not  shown  in  detail.  Included  with  the  text,  however,  are  statis¬ 
tics  for  earlier  years  for  some  of  the  major  countries  of  destination  and 
origin  with  sub-totals  of  principal  commodity  groups. 

Summary 

The  value  of  domestic  exports  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United 
States  in  calendar  year  1952  amounted  to  $3,427  million,  a  decline  of  15  per¬ 
cent  from  the  $4,040  million  value  exported  in  1951,  and  was  about  equivalent 
to  the  1946-50  average  of  $3,411  million.  Imports  for  consumption  had  a  value 
of  $4,517  million,  a  decline  of  13  percent  from  the  $5,166  million  value  in 
1951*  In  the  five  postwar  years  1946-50,  the  average  value  of  imports  for 
consumption  was  $3,018  million. 

The  value  of  imports  of  supplementary  agricultural  products  similar  to  or 
interchangeable  with  those  produced  commercially  in  the  United  States  was 
$1,902  million  in  1952,  a  decline  of  18  percent  from  1951  but  27  percent  above 
the  postwar  1946-50  average.  Imports  of  complementary  agricultural  products 
such  as  coffee,  cacao,  rubber,  etc.,  had  a  value  in  1952  of  $2,615  million,  a 
decline  of  8  percent  from  the  $2,81+7  million  value  of  1951,  and  72  percent  above 
the  $1,524  million  average  value  in  the  postwar  years  1946-50. 

Export  Destination  Highlights 

The  15  percent  shrinkage  in  the  value  of  U.  S.  agricultural  exports  from 
1951  to  1952  reflected  mainly  a  contraction  for  the  United  States  of  markets  in 
all  areas  of  the  world  with  the  exception  of  Latin  America  and  Africa.  Gener¬ 
ally  lower  prices  also  were  a  factor  in  the  reduced  value,  with  the  quantity 
declining  only  10  percent. 

The  greatest  percentage  decline  was  in  trade  with  Europe  which  reflected 
increased  domestic  production  and  the  larger  available  supplies  from  non-U. S. 
sources.  European  imports  of  vl*5  billion  of  U.  S.  farm  products  in  1952  were 
nearly  30  percent  less  than  the  previous  year  but  still  accounted  for  43  per¬ 
cent  of  all  U.  S.  farm  exports.  This  percentage  was  somewhat  smaller,  however, 
than  the  50  percent  taken  in  1951  and  65  percent  before  World  War  II.

Farm  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  traditionally  our  largest  foreign 
market  for  agricultural  commodities,  dropped  drastically  from  $501  million 
to  $274  million,  or  45  percent,  mainly  because  of  smaller  dollar  allocations 
for  U.  S.  cotton,  grains,  tobacco,  and  lard. 

U.  S.  markets  in  Europe  outside  the  United  Kingdom  also  suffered  losses 
in  1952,  with  the  best  continental  outlet.  Western  Germany,  buying  one-fourth 
less  from  the  United  States  in  1952  than  in  1951,  $279  million  as  compared 
with  $366  million.  In  fact,  Sweden  and  the  Netherlands  were  the  only  coun¬ 
tries  in  Europe  receiving  postwar  foreign  economic  assistance  under  the 
EC A/MSA  program  that  did  not  record  a  decline  in  takings  of  U.  S.  farm  prod¬ 
ucts  in  1952.

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Outside  the  MSA  group,  our  farm  exports  to  Spain  declined  from  $88 
million  to  $26  million.  The  high  level  in  1951  was  largely  the  result  of 
exceptional  shipments  of  wheat  and  soybean  oil.  Exports  to  Eastern  Europe, 
reflecting  less  drought  relief  aid  to  Yugoslavia,  fell  from  $105  million  to 
$54  million. 

U.  S.  agricultural  exports  to  Asia  declined  from  $996  million  to  $963 
million,  with  smaller  exports  to  India  accounting  for  most  of  the  drop. 

They  dropped  from  $340  million  to  $259  million,  chiefly  because  of  large  grain 
crops  in  that  country  which  reduced  grain  import  requirements  in  1952.  In 
1951-52  large  shipments  of  U.  S.  grain  were  made  to  India  under  emergency 
loan  legislation.

Agricultural  exports  to  Japan,  on  the  other  hand,  were  well  maintained, 
rising  two  percent  from  $420  million  to  $429  million.  Continued  U.  S.  military 
expenditures  in  Japan  in  connection  with  the  occupation  and  with  the  war  in 
Korea  made  it  possible  for  that  country  to  maintain  imports  of  U.  S.  agricul¬ 
tural  products,  particularly  cotton  and  wheat.  An  increase  in  rice  offset 
decreases  for  soybeans  and  barley.  Asia  accounted  for  28  percent  of  U.  S. 
farm  exports  in  1952,  compared  y/ith  25  percent  in  1951,  and  15  percent  before 
World  War  II.

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In  the  Western  Hemisphere «  which  took  slightly  more  of  our  agricultural 
products  in  1952  than  in  1951,  smaller  exports  to  Canada  were  more  than  off¬ 
set  by  larger  shipments  to  the  Latin  American  Republics.  Exports  to  Canada 
dropped  from  $301  million  to  $259  million.  The  increase  in  exports  to  the 
Latin  American  Republics  from  $500  million  to  $566  million  was  due  mainly 
to  larger  grain  shipments  to  Brazil  following  Argentina's  short  crops  and 
resulting  inability  to  supply  Brazil's  requirements.  Farm  products  shipped 
to  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  represented  25  percent  of  total  U.  S. 
farm  exports  in  1952  compared  with  20  percent  in  1951  and  about  15  percent 
before  World  War  II.

The  increase  in  U.  S.  farm  exports  to  Africa  was  mainly  the  result  of 
corn  exports  to  the  Union  of  South  Africa  where  &  short  crop  was  harvested 
in  the  spring  of  1952.  Africa,  which  accounts  for  a  very  small  portion  of 
U.  S.  farm  exports,  took  3  percent  of  the  total  in  1952,  compared  with  2 
percent  in  1951  and  1  percent  in  1950  and  before  World  War  II. 

Farm  products  accounted  for  23  percent  of  all  U.  S.  exports  of  more 
than  $15  billion  in  1952  compared  with  27  percent  in  1951.  In  1952  exports 
to  Europe  and  Asia  made  up  45  percent  of  the  U.  S.  total  but  only  14  percent 
to  Latin  America,  13  percent  to  Oceania,  10  percent  to  Canada,  and  2  percent 
to  Africa. 
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Import  Origin  Highlights 

The  13  percent  drop  in  United  States  agricultural  imports  from  1951  to 
1952,  just  as  in  the  case  of  exports,  was  associated  with  lower  prices  for 
a  number  of  foreign  farm  products  following  the  collapse  of  the  post  Korean 
price  boom.  The  quantity  index  of  imports  actually  rose  by  2  percent. 

Foreign  raw-material  supplying  countries  that  had  increased  their  dollar 
earnings  from  sales  to  the  United  States  because  of  the  sharp  price  rises  in 
1950  and  1951  suffered  serious  losses  due  to  sharp  price  declines,  especially 
for  wool  and  rubber.  The  lower  level  cf  import  values  in  1952  reflected 
smaller  values  for  products  from  all  areas  except  Western  Europe,  with  the 
reduction  almost  proportionately  distributed  among  the  continents. 

Agricultural  imports  from  Western  Hemisphere  countries,  accounting  for 
55  percent  of  total  U.  S.  agricultural  imports  and  representing  the  most 
important  source  of  U.  S.  agricultural  raw  materials  imported  from  abroad, 
declined  in  value  from  $2.7  billion  in  1951  to  $2.5  billion  in  1952,  or  by 
about  7  percent.  More  foreign  agricultural  products  cane  from  the  Western 
Hemisphere  now  than  before  World  War  II  when  40  percent  originated  there. 

In  general,  smaller  values  of  imports  from  Canada,  Brazil,  Uruguay,  and 
Argentina  in  1952  more  than  offset  increases  for  Cuba,  Colombia,  Mexico,  the 
Dominican  Republic,  Venezuela,  and  Ecuador.

Imports  from  Canada  declined  in  value  from  $344  million  to  $281  million, 
chiefly  reflecting  the  sharp  curtailment  by  the  United  States  of  imports  of 
cattle  and  meat  following  the  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  that 
country  in  early  1952.  This  reduction  was  only  partly  offset  by  the  higher 
grain  imports  from  Canada. 

Imports  from  Brazil,  which  exceed  those  from  any  other  country  in  terms 
of  value,  dropped  from  $366  million  to  $762  million  as  the  result  of  smaller 
imports  of  coffee,  castor  oil,  cocoa  beans  and  some  other  important  Brazilian 
export  products.  Smaller  shipments  of  wool  from  Uruguay  to  the  United  States 
brought  about  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  value  of  U.  S.  imports  from  that 
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country  from  $116  million  to  $49  million.  A  larger  quantity  of  Argentina's 
wool  was  sold  to  the  United  States  at  a  smaller  value  in  1952,  but  because 
of  lower  wool  prices,  the  value  of  all  agricultural  imports  from  Argentina 
fell  from  $165  million  to  $127  million.  Coffee  accounted  for  the  increased 
value  of  imports  from  Colombia.

Mexico  shipped  us  more  cotton,  fodders  and  feeds,  and  inedible  vegetable 
oils  in  1952.  In  addition,  for  the  first  time  since  1946,  Mexico  was  able 
in  1952  to  send  us  live  cattle  as  the  result  of  the  short  lived  lifting  of 
the  foot-and-mouth-disease  embargo  imposed  in  1947*  Imports  from  Cuba, 
the  principal  source  of  our  sugar,  were  slightly  larger  in  1952.

U.  S.  agricultural  imports  from  ,4s i a  totalled  $1.1  billion  in  1952, 

22  percent  below  the  value  of  $1.4  billion  in  1951.  We  imported  about  25 
percent  of  our  foreign  agricultural  products  from  this  area  in  1951  and 
1952  as  compared  with  42  percent  before  ’World  T.Var  II.  Smaller  imports  in 
1952  from  British  Malaya,  the  rtepublic  of  the  Philippines,  India,  Thailand, 
and  Ceylon  more  than  offset  increases  for  Indonesia  and  Japan.  In  the  case 
of  British  Malaya,  an  important  source  of  our  crude  rubber,  snaller  imports 
at  lower  prices  caused  a  decline  in  value  for  that  country  from  $396  million 
to  $255  million.

Smaller  imports  of  copra  and  abaca  and  lower  prices  for  coconut  oil 
sharply  reduced  the  value  of  imports  of  these  three  commodities  from  the 
Philippines  in  1952  and  were  only  partly  offset  by  larger  imports  of  sugar. 
Sugar,  for  the  first  time  since  prewar,  became  the  leading  import  from  that 
country.  The  United  States  imported  less  pepper  at  lower  prices  from  India 
and  less  rubber  at  lower  prices  from  Thailand  in  1952  as  compared  with  1951, 
but  imports  of  rubber  from  Indonesia  were  larger  in  1952.  Many  of  the 
countries  in  Asia  depend  on  one,  or  at  most,  a  few  major  farm  products  for 
their  dollar  earnings. 

Agricultural  imports  from  Africa  of  $355  million  in  1952,  8  percent 
below  1951,  constituted  about  9  percent  of  total  U.  S.  agricultural  imports 
in  1952 o  Imports  from  Africa  had  a  larger  share  in  the  total  than  in  1951 
and  were  more  than  double  the  prewar  share.  Imports  cf  cacao  beans  from 
Nigeria  and  tne  Gold  Coast  were  smaller  in  value  mainly  because  of  lower 
prices  and  resulted  in  smaller  over-all  agricultural  imports  from  these 
countries.  On  the  other  hand,  larger  imports  of  sisal  and  henequen  from 
British  East  Africa  and  coffee  from  the  Belgian  Congo  resulted  in  increases 
for  these  countries  over  1951*  Like  Asian  countries,  most  countries  in 
Africa  earn  their  dollars  from  sales  of  one  or  two  farm  products. 

Imports  from  Oceania  declined  by  40  percent,  from  $378  million  in  1951 
to  $277  million  in  1952.  They  accounted  for  5  percent  of  total  agricultural 
imports  in  1952,  slightly  less  than  1951.  Imports  from  Australia  were  valued 
at  only  $132  million  in  1952  compared  with  $298  million  in  1951  because  of 
smaller  shipments  and  lower  prices  of  wool.  On  the  other  hand,  imports  from 
New  Zealand  increased  from  $79  million  to  $94  million  as  the  result  of  larger 
shipments  of  wool. 

The  increase  in  the  value  of  U.  S.  agricultural  imports  from  Western 
Europe  reflected  somewhat  larger  shipments  of  a  number  of  products,  notably 
canned  hams,  from  the  Netherlands,  Denmark,  and  Western  Germany.  Western 
Europe,  however,  accounted  for  only  7  percent  of  agricultural  imports  from 

all  countries,  about  the  same  as  in  1951,  but  below  the  prewar  12  percent 
share . 
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Competitive  Vs.  Noncompetitive  Agricultural  Imports 

Agricultural  products  from  abroad  in  1952  of  $4*5  billion  accounted  for 
42  percent  of  all  U.  S.  imports  for  consumption  (that  is  nonagricultural  as 
well  as  agricultural  commodities).  However,  nearly  60  percent  of  total  agri¬ 
cultural  imports,  or  $2.6  billion,  consisted  of  items  not  produced  domestically 
in  commercial  quantity,  primarily  coffee  and  natural  rubber.  Most  oi  these 
products  —  generally  referred  to  as  complementary  agricultural  imports  — 
originate  in  Latin  America  and  Asia.  In  1952,  58  percent  of  the  value  of 
these  products  represented  products  of  Latin  America,  mainly  coffee  from 
Brazil  and  Colombia.  About  30  percent  of  the  value  represented  products  of 
Asia,  mainly  natural  rubber  from  British  Malaya  and  Indonesia.  Ten  percent 
of  the  value  originated  in  Africa  and  represented  mainly  cocoa. 

Imports  of  agricultural  products  which  compete  directly  with  U.  S. 
products  —  generally  referred  to  as  supplementary  agricultural  imports  — 
were  valued  at  $1.9  billion  and  came  to  the  United  States  in  substantial 
quantity  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  Supplementary  imports  from  Latin 
America  in  1952,  accounting  for  39  percent  of  the  total  value,  consisted 
mainly  of  sugar  from  Cuba  and  wool  and  canned  beef  from  Argentina.  Imports 
from  Asia,  15  percent  of  the  total,  were  principally  sugar  and  copra  from  the 
Philippines.  From  Canada  the  United  States  obtained  another  15  percent  of 
the  total,  comprising  many  items  also  produced  here  but  imported  during 
domestic  slack  seasons  or  into  areas  of  the  United  States  at  some  distance 
from  domestic  producing  areas.  From  Europe  the  United  States  imported  16 
percent  of  the  total,  comprising  mainly  canned  hams,  cheese,  olive  oil,  and 
tobacco.  From  Oceania  the  United  States  received  11  percent  of  the  total, 
made  up  almost  entirely  of  apparel  wool  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

Africa  accounted  for  only  4  percent  of  the  total,  mainly  wool  and  long-staple 
cotton.

UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  regularly  issues  severed  publications 
covering  various  phases  of  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  in  agri¬ 
cultural  products.  These  publications  are  distributed  free  in  the  United 
States.  The  titles  and  description  of  contents  are: 

United  States  Foreign  Trade  in  Agricultural  Products  -  Monthly  Summary 

Generally  available  2^  months  following  the  period  covered  by  the  statistics* 
Shows  quantity  and  value  of  monthly  exports  and  imports  of  principal  agricultural 
products  and  also  cumulative  figures  from  July  1;  monthly  quantity  indexes 
adjusted  for  seasonal  variations;  monthly  value  of  United  States  foreign  trade 
in  agricultural  products;  all  with  comparisons. 

United  States  Foreign  Trade  in  Agricultural  Products  -  Annual  Summary 

Issued  twice  a  year  on  a  calendar  year  and  fiscal  year  (July  1  -  June  JO) , 
respectively.  The  calendar  year  issue  is  usually  available  after  April  15,  and 
the  fiscal  year  after  November  15*  Contains  tables  on  an  annual  basis  comparable 
to  those  in  the  Monthly  Summary.  (See  above) 

United  States  Foreign  Trade  in  Agricultural  Products  -  Commodity  and  Country 

Issued  annually  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  only  (July  1  -  June  30).  Usually 

available  after  December  15.  Shows  the  quantity  only  of  United  States  exports 
and  imports  of  principal  agricultural  products  by  principal  countries  of  desti¬ 
nation  and  origin  for  the  latest  fiscal  year  with  comparisons. 

United  States  Imports  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Under  Quarantine  -  Fiscal  Year 

Issued  annually  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  only  (July  1  -  June  30') .  Shows 

arrivals  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  from  notices  filed  at  ports  of  entry 
under  the  provisions  of  United  States  Quarantine  Regulations;  includes  commodity 
breakdowns  which  are  not  available  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  records. 

The  Service  also  issues: 

Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  -  Weekly 

Contains  analytical,  statistical  and  outleok  studies  of  production  and 
supplies  of,  and  international  trade  in  agricultural  commodities;  about  25  pages, 
mimeographed. 

Foreign  Agriculture  Circulars 

Supplement  information  contained  in  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  and  other  FAS 
publications.  Distributed  on  separate  mailing  lists,  according  to  commodity 
interest  of  recipient.  Commodities  covered  are:  coffee  and  tropical  products; 
citrus;  cotton;  dairy  products;  dried  fruits,  fats  and  oils,  fresh  vegetables; 
grains  other  than  rice;  hops;  livestock  and  meats;  nuts;  poultry  and  eggs;  rice; 
sugar;  tobacco;  vegetable  fibers;  wool.  Issued  at  irregular  intervals.  In 
requesting  circulars,  commodity  interest  should  be  indicated. 

Foreign  Agriculture  -  Monthly,  a  printed,  illustrated  magazine  containing 
information  on  foreign  government  policy  and  other  developments  abroad  affecting 
world  agricultural  trade.  Free  circulation  is  limited,  chiefly  to  schools  and 
libraries,  but  subscriptions  are  available  at  $1.50  a  year  domestic  mailing,  and 
$2.00  foreign  mailing.  Address  the  U.  S.  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  (Do  not  send  payment  to  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture).
